Grits slam NDP trips 

England seminar 'an investment in democracy': Speaker

The Liberals are accusing 
the provincial government 
of wasteful jet-setting as 
another high-ranking NDP 
officer prepares to fly 
overseas. 

Speaker Charlie Parker 
heads the office in charge 
of handling MLA expense 
reforms. He’s heading to a 
Council of State Govern¬ 
ments meeting in Maine 
from today to Saturday, 
then Sunday he flies to 
England for a 12-day West¬ 
minster Seminar on parlia¬ 
mentary practices. 

“It’s almost like they’ve 
not understood the severi¬ 


ty of the anger Nova Sco¬ 
tians have towards this is¬ 
sue,” Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil said 
of the expense scan¬ 
dal. He said Parker 
needs to be in the 
province to oversee 
fixes to the system. 

Opposition mem¬ 
bers have criticized 
other recent NDP 
trips as wasteful, Charlie 
such as Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter heading to 
Copenhagen and the Win¬ 
ter Olympics in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

“Find me a report from 
any one of the last trips 
they’ve gone on, or anyone 
has gone on, that tells you 
what benefit there was to 


Nova Scotians,” McNeil 
said. “You can’t find one.” 

Reached by phone yes¬ 
terday, Parker said 
the trip to Maine is 
necessary because 
Halifax will be host¬ 
ing the 2011 meet¬ 
ing of the Council of 
State Governments 
next August. He said 
about 700 people 
Parker will be coming from 
12 eastern states 
and the five other eastern 
provinces. 

As for the London trip, 
Parker called it “an invest¬ 
ment in democracy.” 

“This is a unique oppor¬ 
tunity for me as speaker to 
go and rub shoulders with 
other parliamentarians

and, hopefully, bring back 
some good ideas we can 
use here in Nova Scotia,” 
he said. 

He didn’t know the total 
cost of the trip, but his reg¬ 
istration fees for the semi¬ 
nar are $600. Parker noted 
past speakers have attend¬ 
ed the seminar and said it 
helps teach how to best 
serve constituents in a par¬ 
liamentary democracy. 

Parker said he will be 
able to keep in constant 
touch with his office 
through telephone and 
email so reform work will 
not be held up. 
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Estabrooks 
‘damn angry'

Bill Estabrooks accepts he 
has to slash his donations 
spending, but he isn't 
happy about it. 

“To put it to you candidly 
it makes me real damn an¬ 
gry,” said the NDP 
cabinet minister yes¬ 
terday. 

Estabrooks was the 
most generous giver 
amongst MLAs. He 
spent $29,750 on do¬ 
nations and gifts over 
the 12 months before 
the June election, 
more than any other mem¬ 
ber. He also spent $14,674 
on advertising. 

That will have to end af¬ 
ter the internal economy 
board decimated advertis¬ 
ing spending limits to about 
$400 per month — one- 
tenth of the previous maxi¬ 
mum. Another $1,050 fund 
was cut altogether. 

“I’m frustrated, I’m disap¬ 
pointed, but I’ll do as I’m 
told,” Estabrooks said. “I’ve 
got to live with the decision 
that was made, that’s the 
bottom line.” 

He said the recipients of 
his donations included 
church groups, sports teams 
and needy constituents. He 
mentioned one case where 
he helped a single mother 


afford to enrol her kids in 
hockey and gymnastics. 

“I guess I can’t help her 
out anymore. That’s the 
way it goes,” he said. 

Estabrooks’ most contro¬ 
versial advertising was to 
have a junior hockey team 
wear “Bill MLA” on the 
backs of its jerseys. He said 
he was hurt by accu¬ 
sations of vote buy¬ 
ing, and said that was 
never his intention. 

The practice of 
MLAs using their ex¬ 
pense accounts to do¬ 
nate to charities has 
come under the mi¬ 
croscope since the 
auditor general’s report last 
month. Scott Hennig, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation, said the 
spending was inappropriate. 

This week former speaker 
Art Donahoe, who is 
charged with crafting the 
new rules around MLA ex¬ 
penses, is also skeptical of 
community donations. 

“I think that’s very laudi- 
ble,” he said this week. 
“What I’m not certain, 
though, is whether they 
should come out of the pub¬ 
lic purse.” 

Donahoe’s recommenda¬ 
tions include banning any 
“word, initial, colour or de¬ 
vice” that links an MLA to a 
political party in con¬ 
stituency advertisements.

from Concordia 

The first officer of a Nova 
Scotia-owned tall ship that 
went down off Brazil said 
he and 63 others on board 
could have been rescued 
within hours if Brazilian 
officials had sent out an 
emergency call for help 
sooner. 

Kim Smith said yester¬ 
day he knew there was at 
least one other vessel four 
hours away from his train¬ 
ing vessel, the Concordia, 
just before it went over on 
its side on Feb. 17 and sank 
20 minutes later. 

Smith said an emer¬ 
gency beacon on the 57- 
metre ship would have im¬ 
mediately alerted Brazilian 
officials to a problem 
when the Concordia 
heeled, about 500 kilome¬ 
tres offshore. 

Once the navy con¬ 
firmed it was a real emer¬ 
gency, Smith said they 
should have spread the 
message to other ships in 
the region to come to the 
aid of the Concordia, 
whose crew managed to 
get off the crippled vessel 
and into life-rafts before it 
went down. 

But Smith said it took 
about 20 hours before any 
distress call was issued and 
40 hours before the crew 
was rescued.

ulus fund will be doled out 
next fiscal year, and then 
the taps are off for good. 

The government is re¬ 
placing cash-heavy pro¬ 
grams with other meas¬ 
ures, such as: loosening 
foreign investment rules, 
cutting environmental red 
tape, and increasing the 
child-support payment for 
single-parent families.

-his just in: Cheat¬ 
ing is dumb. Dr. 
Satoshi Kanazawa, 
an evolutionary 
psychologist of the 
London School of Econom¬ 
ics and Political Science, 
has published a study sug¬ 
gesting that men with 
higher IQs are less likely to 
cheat on their partners. 
(“Or,” posited Gawlcer’s 
Richard Lawson, “are they 
just better at not getting 


caught?”) 

The publication of the 
paper in Social Psychology 
Quarterly has if nothing 
else provided yet another 
opportunity for less cere¬ 
bral media to publish more 
pictures of Tiger Woods 
and various faithless foot¬ 
ballers. (As well as glib, sci¬ 
entifically illiterate 

columns like this one, I 
suppose.) 

Kanazawa’s theory is 
that primitive man was 
hard-wired for promiscu¬ 
ity, and monogamy is a 
more recent invention, an 
“evolutionary novel” be¬ 
haviour that requires a lit¬ 
tle more head-horsepower 
to achieve. 

He also found liberals 
and atheists tended to 


have higher IQs than con¬ 
servatives and believers, 
again reaching for the ex¬ 
planation of evolutionary 
novelty. Is it any wonder 
religious conservatives are 
the least likely to believe 
in evolution? What’s in it 
for them? 

Smart women, mean¬ 
while, were found no less 
apt to get some on the side 
than those with lower IQs. 
Evolution is tricky stuff, 


eh? 

With all due respect to 
the good doctor, there may 
be a bit of confusion of 
cause and effect going on 
here. Maybe cheating 
makes you stupid. The 
likes of Eliot Spitzer and 
Bill Clinton, initially con¬ 
sidered pretty sharp, end¬ 
ed up looking distinctly 
dumb once their reckless 
horndoggery was exposed. 

And maybe we’re read¬ 


ing too much into Kanaza¬ 
wa’s findings that “more 
intelligent men are more 
likely to value monogamy 
and sexual exclusivity than 
less intelligent men,” 
which is hardly a predictor 
of behaviour. Most 

cheaters will acknowledge 
that it’s wrong, but they do 
it anyway. 

I note another recent 
study, this one from re¬ 
searchers at the Geneva 
School of Business, that 
suggests women wanting 
happier marriages should 
seek out husbands less in¬ 
telligent than themselves. 
Fine advice if you don’t 
mind living with a dolt 
who would, according to 
Kanazawa, be more prone 
to adultery. 


All of which maybe goes 
to show that science, while 
a nifty pursuit for 
eggheads whose presumed 
penchant for monogamy 
leaves them with time on 
their hands, is a crude tool 
for mapping the complexi¬ 
ties of the relationship you 
actually live in. 

Where does this leave 
us? Why are you asking 
me? If you’re dumb 
enough to sleep around, 
and experience teaches 
that many of us are, I’d 
suggest you’ll need a 
smarter plan than blaming 
either your modest IQ or 
millions of years of evolu¬ 
tion when you get caught.

Women with sticks deserve same recognition 



Both our hockey teams 
struck Olympic gold in Van¬ 
couver. The next day, hock¬ 
ey fever raged on for the 
NHL. But whither the 
women after the podium 
was packed away? Is there 
support for women’s hock¬ 
ey beyond the Games? 

I polled a few hoclcey-ob- 
sessed friends: The answer 
was no. For one, there’s no 
professional league; even if 
there were, the game lacks 
speed and finesse, one said. 


Another said women don’t 
excite the way pugilistic 
NHLers do. Wait, where did 
that fuzzy feeling go? I 
thought we were proud of 
our golden girls. 

Despite limited interest 
in the game itself, I love 
women’s hockey. The play¬ 
ers push the envelope of 
what’s seen as acceptable 
for “the fairer sex.” Look no 
further than the constant 
chortling about lesbian 
players and coaches, and 
about Team Canada’s cigar- 
and-beer-fuelled celebra¬ 
tion (which I maintain was 
a tongue-in-cheek jab at 
how male players celebrate) 
to understand its place in 
our social fabric. 

Female hockey players 
have always been a bit sub¬ 
versive. The sport began 


with men, and as a result, 
fans have come to see the 
boys’ version as the way it 
ought to be played. Now, 
women are adopting it, but 
with a style that’s all their 
own. I must be among a mi¬ 
nority who would welcome 
that kind of play — if this 
wasn’t the case, a North 
American league like the 
NHL would exist by now. 

There are some examples 
of women in men’s hockey: 
Hayley Wiclcenheiser in Eu¬ 
ropean leagues; Manon 
Rheaume in NHL exhibi¬ 
tion games — but one 
league said Wiclcenheiser 
shouldn’t play with men, 
while Rheaume was dis¬ 
missed as a publicity stunt. 
Still, everyone rubber¬ 
necked — eager to see if 
these gals could overcome 


that unspoken notion that 
men always outclass 
women, and actually beat a 
guy. 

It’s a difficult pill to swal¬ 
low, acknowledging that 
some spectators will never 
be inspired by women for 
their sheer athleticism; 
that she will always be 
good ... for a girl. 

Add to that the talk that 
women’s hockey ought to 
be removed from the 
Olympics. Supporters cried 
foul, maintaining that it 
will just take time to estab¬ 
lish the sport and develop a 
deep talent pool. I hope 
that’s the case. That would 
be golden.

The number of Canadians 
who filed for bankruptcy 
was up by more than a 
quarter last year, but both 
business and personal 
bankruptcies fell for the 
third straight month in De¬ 
cember. 

Overall, bankruptcies 
were up by 25.9 per cent, 
and consumer bankrupt¬ 
cies rose by 28.4 per cent 
from the last month of 
2008, when Canada and 
most other developed 
countries were in the 
midst of a major global re¬ 
cession. 

December also showed 
improvements from the 
preceding months of 2009, 
although the Office of the 
Superintendent of Banlc- 


Firms fare well 

• Canadian firms 
appeared to have fared 
remarkably well during 
the downturn. Business 
bankruptcies fell 7.7 per 
cent in December and for 
2009 as a whole, they 
were down 12.1 per cent. 

ruptcies cautioned that fil¬ 
ings have historically tend¬ 
ed to decrease in the latter 
part of most years. 

Consumer bankruptcies 
dropped 8.7 per cent in De¬ 
cember, following a 3.8 per 
cent decline in November. 

Proposals, an alternative 
to bankruptcy that allows 
for a renegotiation of pay¬ 


ments, also fell by 16.6 per 
cent in December, accord¬ 
ing to statistics compiled 
by the federal superintend¬ 
ent of bankruptcy. 

“The continuation of the 
downward trend in con¬ 
sumer bankruptcy filings 
appears to be an increas¬ 
ingly positive sign that 
Canadian households are 
getting a better grasp on 
their finances,” said Royal 
Bank economist David 
Onyett-Jeffries. 

Onyett-Jeffries explained 
that recent changes to the 
Bankruptcy and Insolvency 
Act encourages consumers 
to restructure debt as an al¬ 
ternative to declaring 
bankruptcy.

Moroccan 
chickpea stew 

INGREDIENTS: 

15 ml (1 tbsp) olive oil 

1 large onion, chopped 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) ground 
ginger 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) each salt and 
freshly cracked black pep¬ 
per 

1 ml (1/4 tsp) each turmer¬ 
ic, cinnamon and chili 
powder 

1 can (796 ml/28 oz) diced 
tomatoes (undrained) 

500 ml (2 cups) vegetable 
or chicken broth 

2 peeled sweet potatoes, 
cut into chunks 

250 ml (1 cup) long-grain 
white rice 

1 can (540 ml/19 oz) 
chickpeas, rinsed and 
drained 

2 zucchini, sliced 


2. Stir in chickpeas and zuc¬ 
chini and cook until rice is 
tender and most of the 
liquid has been absorbed, 
about 10 minutes. 


SERVES 4 


METHOD: 

1. In a Dutch oven or large 
saucepan, heat oil over 
medium-high heat. Add 
onion, ginger, salt, pepper, 
turmeric, cinnamon and 
chib powder. Cook until 
onion is tender and golden, 
about 10 minutes. Stir in 
tomatoes with their 
juices and broth, scraping 
any bits from the bottom of 
the pan. Add sweet 
potatoes and rice; bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat to 
maintain a simmer, cover 
and cook for 15 minutes.
